quotes ~ these points have been expanded into the following which 
will serve as & guide when preparing your material: 

1. Export Markets Gone. World surplus and miliitery and economic 
blockades have robbed the U. S. wheat grower of virtuall- 
ly all his export markes. 

2. Program Protests Price. ~ Prospective U. S. wheat supplies are 
near the record set in 1931 and 1932 when prices dropped. 
to 25 and 30 conts a bushel. The lean and other wheat 
measures are preventing today’s eurplus from driving 
prices to the samo level. 

2o Supplies Over Quota Level. ~ Producing for markets that sudden- 
ly disappeared, the U. 9. farmer faces a prospective 

7 wheat supply large enough to necessitate a marketing quote. 

4, Quota Effect on Cooperator and. Non-Cooperator - Under quotas 
each fexrmer who has seeded within hia acreage allotment 
may market or feed all he produces. The farmer who has 
exceeded his acreage allotment my avoid payment of the 
penalty by storing the amount which he produced in excess 
of his farm quota. Excessive eupplies of wheat will 
necessitate additional reduction of acreage allotments in 
19h2. Quotes make it advantageous for all wheet growers 
to plent within their allotments and the resulting smlier 
acreage wlll reduce supplies to more normal levels, 

3- Ho Quota, No Price Support.- If the quotas are not approved, the 
law specifies that there can be no loans end hence no 
support to prevent wheat prices from falling to world 
levele. Low priced surplus wheat will moan more wheat 
fed, and therefore more competition to cettlomen, poultry 
producers, dairy farmers, and other farmorea who make a 
living feeding stock. 
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Pexity Rates ~ Announcement of parity rates for 19h1 progran Will ccme about 
April. first. With these, poseible earnings for each farm may be 
computed, end States will want to tie the now rates to conservation 
yates already announced, A suggested weekly fill-in story will be 
gent out before the ofricial announcement in Washington eo that 
States may be prepared to service weoklies at once upon telegraphic 
notice of rates.

Feature Stories - Unusual wealth of material swells the usual March opportuni- 
ties for feature stories. Stories tied into the current corm, cotton, 
end wheat educational programs are possibilities for Sunday eupple- 
ments, farm peges, and the farm press. A suggestion made for the Kast 
Central region, but applicable elsewhere, calls for a weite-w of a 
farm which has done a good job of acoding for wildlife, Articles in 
most instances should be turned cut on lecal, rather than State basis. 
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State offices may be able to provide county people with a good out- 
line, Such stories would spotlight for sportamen and the genorel 
public practices which sim at conservation of wildlife aa well ag 


On Wisecngin)- Several exemples of fine State office work have recontiy 
tome out of the Badger State. Details follow: 
(1) Wisconsin has issued a State information calendax monthly 
since November, 1940, which outlines informational and sdu- 
cational program for counties. An isaue runs one page or two 
Single spaced, and includes excerpta from the national AAA 
calender, Credit goes to Lester Ahleweds » State Office Agsain~ 
tant, for initiating a fine service toe counties. 
.2) The Shebo Press, Ina spirit reflocting ite wasthead slogan, 
"The past is gone, we face today,” carried « special 10-page 
AAA section in ite February 6 isawe. The rewa peg was a series 
of six AAA educational meetings in Sheboygen county the follov- 
ing wesk. The first page of the AAA secticn, plugging meetings, 
Was &@ two-color job with hand-lettered heading and signature 
Piates. A cartoon by a staff artist presented "The Aims of the 
Triple-A" ee serving the welfare of farmers and consumers. The 
lead article on page 2 expressed the yurposs of the meotings and. 
Sketohed the general program. The following pages included one 
story On a summery of paymenta made in county, another filled 
With farmers’ opinions on program, and a page detailing the county 
set-up. A full page wee given to each of six community meetings. 
Th lead editorial in the first news Bséotlon, captioned "Let us 
Join Hands," urged public understanding of the program, expressly 
through attendance at educational meetings. The editerial con- 
cluded: "The Preas dedicates a portion of tais issue to the 
Triple-A as the firat step in what we hope will be a State-tvide 
publicity cempeign. What we are doing over in Sheboygan 
county can be done in every agricultural coumby in the State if 
_ the Triple-A and the press get together like we have in thig 
county.”

last Chance, 1940 Agricultural Conservation payments -« Farmore who haven't made 
application for payments under 1940 ACP, should be informed that 
Mazveh 31 is final date. 


Som Loan -- State and county stories on the emount of 1940 corn under 
toan att be timely this month. 


Practice Stories -- States may woll open up in March on educational and "success" 
stories plugging locally adapted practices. Farm soil-building work io 
March will probably go as follows: 


Hast Contral -- This is heavy month for spring seedings of leapedeza 
and other clovers in wheat, applications of lime and phosphate, terracing 
and forest tree planting. This work is oxpected to be especially in- 
tensive because of the earlier closing of the progrem year in some states. 


North Central -- In the major portion of the region, especially in 
the southern portion, farmers may apply fertilizer, mostly phosphate, 
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to new seedings, rework ani eced pastures in comnoction with pastvre 
improvenent, soed alfalfa with oate or barley, seed other logumes and 
grasses, construct terraces and dems, plant trees and shrubs. Timber 
stand improvement work will wind up in April; bat where firs-bvoake 
ars being constructed, such work will sontime. 


Roytheast Region -- Pastures may be top-dreased with Lime and aupe: 
phosphate. farmers may continue forest managanent practices. 


Southern Region -- Lespedeza end summer legumes may be planted in 
certain areas. Farmers may also set Euduu orowns, do strip-crovping, 
begin to turn under winter legumes, eae plent heme gardens where thia 
is a practice. 


Weatern ee -= Spreading of Limsstone and superphospliate will be 
in progress, with spring soeding of grasses end lemmmes getting under 
way in the gouthern part of the region.

department moenber, or current history teacher. Follow with a State 
cmanittee representative who may point out that mich of United States 
aericuiture is now confronted with serious problems, that if farm peopis 
wish te preserve wheat those abrosd heve lost, everyone should make use 
or the economic democracy provided by the farm progrem. One of the 
strongest arguments for participation 
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in program is the fact that the dsetruction of democracy, both politi- 
cal and economic, is the aim of ‘certain world forces.

fxt for Use -- As a service to state offices, several new illustrations ave 
included with this calendar. This service will be further developed 
if states find it veeful. The Division of Information veloomes evidence 
of use and adeptation, also any and. all suggostiona for improving this 
service. If you have an idea for a drawing or cartoon vhich noise may be 
used in other States, send in the details. 


This month's illustrations are in line with suggestions made from 
the field that drawings bo as aimple as possible. The cartoons have 
been designed for use in current informational programs, while the 
eel), gpot illustrations may be useful at any time. An exception is 
the shewrock lettered AUP, etc. Somo general pointers follow: 


AAs, Chain ~- Designed to agply to vheat end corn, this drawing shows a farmer 
forging a new link in the chain betveon supply and demand. A cavtion 
such ap “Make it strong, mister !" relates to the saying that "A 
chain 1s only as strong as ite weakest link." Another thought is that 
tho new link 1s necessary if the relationship between the two onds ie to 


be maintained. 


Non-cooperator -- Thies lg & wey of saying that the non-cooperator has been 
profiting by the efforts of AAA cooperatora. The illustration may be 
considered for letters, envelope enclosures, ote. 


Supplementary Cotton Program -- Based on tho phrase, “two birds with one stone," 
this shows the cual objective of the new voluntary acreage reduction 
and "production for storage” program. In mimeographing, the labels 
(exrows) may be simplified and typewritten text used, It is thought 
that this cartoon might be helpful in non-cotton atates where reference 
is made to the special progran. 


Hemisphere Cooperation -- Yhrough cooperation, the United States farmer and his 
latin Americen cousin may reach solutions of common problems, This 
may bs used. with official quotations bearing out the same thought. 


Parity Panels -- The three drawings and the fects on which they are based have 
a number of possibilities. Adminiatrator R. M, Evans used the date in 
hie speech January 29, 1941 at Des Moines, Towa. You should use retail 
prices in line with local price levels, as those given may be too low 
oy too high. Elsewhere in this calendar is a suggestion for converting 
the panels into window display material.
